Teacher Hired for Twelve Months. 
It is highly desirable that the teach- 


er be employed, for the entire year In 
order to successfully become the club 
and social leader for the school dis- 
trict and the teachers should be hired 
with a view to their executive ability. 
Under their charge is to be put the 
school work and all the various club 
work including calf, pig and sheep 
clubs and these projects be carried out 
twelve months of the year. The work, 
of course, is to be done by the club 
members niider the supervision of the 
teacher, who is also the club leader. 


You cnnnot get this kind of a teach- 


er for .$40 a month. You will be for- 
tunate indeed to fill the bill, and what- 
ever you pay, it will prove to be the 
best investment the school district 
ever made. 


In addition to tho agricultural and 


educational club work, the

yards must have ample playgrounds 
and recreation must be made at least 
one-third of the curriculum.

The Total Cost of the Grain Ration. 


The total cost of a cow's ration for 


the production of 100 pounds of milk 
at winter prices for grain by-product 
feeds is approximately only 85 cents— 
a very small part of the present milk 
cost. A pint of milk \rill buy a pound 
.of the best dairy feed which should 
make four pints of milk. If this feed 
were furnished to dairymen for noth- 
ing it would not reduce the price of 
milk materially. 
This indicates that 


the cost of milk today is attributable 


to other factors than the cost of grain 
by-product feeds or mixed feeds, made 
from grain by-product materials. It is 
not claimed, however, that tjiis is the. 
total cost of feeding because home-: 
grown roughage, silnge and pasturage 
and other ordinary feeds enter largely 
into the cost of milk production. It Is 
merely 
an argument 
that "bought 


feed" is not responsible for the prin- 
cipal increase in cost. 


The other factors are embodied in 


the high labor costs, which in many lo- 
calities, have more than trebled, the 
higher prices for everything the dairy- 
man buys, from the clothes he and his 
family wear, the grocery supplies, 
household furnishings, etc., to the ma- 
chinery, buildings, repairs, replacing 
live stock losses, growing young atock, 
interest charges, etc.. necessary in the 
operation of his milk-making plant. 
Still, another factor is the increased 
living cost. 


Against all of these higher costs, the 


increase in his grain by-product, is a 
small part. HE is fully entitled to the 
price he obtains for his product which 
has not increased in the same propor- 
tion as the increase In the cost of-'maay 
commodities he must buy, and."yet at 
present prices, niilk is the cheapest 
animal food a family can buy. 'Two 
quarts of milk furnish more ,nutrtoer.t 
than, one pound of meat. 


If the dairymen cannot get ft price 


for their product in which thereVis a 
reasonable profit, they will sell their 
herds to the butcher and engage in 
raising wheat or other product?. Th«h 
the public will be obliged to pny 
double or treble today's prices for milk, 
if they can get it at all.

We may be in no danger from a milk 


famine because the skillful dalryttiui 
understands how to select his co«r» 
and feed them according to their out- 
put. He buys the very highest grade 
feed which he can because he knows 
that the cow, in order to make a large 
quantity of rich milk, must havft th? 
ingredients from which to make lt^ I: 


Cutting down the rations of a dairy
